"See what we did in 
Wall Street," Valanska was alleged to have said when he was 
locked up. "And the next time it will be bigger. The last time 
it wa3 only a start."

Valanska aroused the suspicions of a former government 


operative on a train which arrived in Pittsburgh from Cincinnati 
last night 
The former operative followed 
the suspect to the 


hotel and then reported to the police. Valanska fought several 
minutes before he gave up. The owner of the rooming house in 
lirooklyn where Valanska stayed said that he had left there be- 
(ween ten and eleven o'clock on the morning of the explosion in 
Wall Street two weeks ago last Thursday carrying a large 
>tllow bag.
